We hear a great deal every day about not selling your 
grain on account of falling prices. This is a matter vital to 
us as well as to you.. The question is what is to be done 
under the circumstances.

And 
if you want to take that chance, have you a right to do so 
while your accounts are unpaid. Should you speculate with 
money that really belongs to your retailer or to his whole- 
saler. : 

So far as we are concerned our own necessities are so 
great that we must insist that our customers whose accounts 
are overdue, sell something and pay. «We are always willing 
to help reasonably and at the proper season but we have to 
pay and we cannot do it unless you do. -

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Forms and Functions of 
Governments in Canada 


Under a democratic form of government it is of the utmost im- 
porfance that the masses of the people who constitute the democracy have 
@ clear grasp and an inteHigent understanding of the machinery and func-| 
tions of governnicnt, and this is especially true in countries like Canada! 
where the powers, responsibilities and functions of government are divided | 
as between Federal, Provincial and municipal legislative and administrative | 
bodics. 

Important as it has always been that people should have an understand- 
ing of the political conditions under which they live and are governed, it is 
perhaps even more important today than at any previous ptriod in history. 
In these times, when it would be both idle and foolish to deny that a spirit} 
of unrest prevails, changes in the existing forms of govérnment are beiig) 
advocated in many quarters. Utopian but utterly impracticable ideas are | 


advanced by some organizations; others urge a complete revolution along 
lines advocated by adherents dfthe One Big Union; some would have the 


Soviet system of Russia introduced; the cry of “self determination” is rais- 
ed, although it is not made very clear what calls for determination; and, in 


general, there is a re-grouping and re-alignment of the masses of the people 
in regard to matter political. ' 

Because of these conditions, it is more important than ever before that 
there should be a clear understanding of the present system, methods and 
functions of government in Canada which these several bodies of opinion 
would alter, change, and, in sdme instances, absolutely destroy if they 
had their way. 

It is unquéstionably true that in these Western Provinces, where such 
@ large percentage of the people have come from other lands where condi- 
tions and forms of government are quite different, much confusion exits 
as to the different spheres of government vested in the Federal Parliament 
at Ottawa and in the Legislative Assemblies of the various Provinces. Be- 
cause of this, it has been suggested that a series of articles of a purely edu- 
cational character dealing with government in Canada would-be both valu- 
able and timely. : : 

For example, the newcomer, whether from the United States or some 
European country, finds it exceedingly difficult to understand the relation 
which exists between the British Crown and Governments in Canada. The 
immigrant from Europe, familiar with the old autocratic monarchial ‘gov- 
ernment in his native land, entertains the idea that somewhat similar con- 
ditions prevail in Canada, possibly even worse, and that Canada, as a pos- 
session of the British Crown, is ruled by governors appointed overseas. In- 
coming settlers from the United States, in many instances, have a vague 
and hazy notion that in Canada people do not enjoy the same liberties and 
principles of democraic responsible government prevailing across the linc— 
that, because we are subjects of King George V., we do not enjoy complete 
independence of action, and many believe that Canada has to pay tribute or 
taxes to England. 

The very fact that all legislation is enacted in the name of the King, 
that the Government is spoken of as the King’s Government, and that the 
Royal assent is required to all legislation passed before it becomes law, leads 
to a belief in many quarters that Canadians do not ‘enjoy all the rights of 
self-government and as full exercise of all liberties as do the people of the 
United States or any other country, 

As a matter of fact, King George V. exercises far less power in Canada 
than the President does in the United States. The King in England, or 
his representative, the Governor-General in Canada, or any of the Provin- 
cial Lieutenant-Governors, have the power to dismiss their ministers from 
offite. But the President of the United States has the same power. In the 
United States, however, the people have no remedy ‘except to elect a new 
President when the next election comes round, be that time long or short. 
In Canada, the people must be consulted in a general election immediately, 
and, if their verdict is in favor of the dismissed ministers, the Governor- 
General, or the Lieutenant-Governor, as the case may be, is recalled from 
office, . 

The King, or his representative, is obliged to accept as his ministers 
and advisers those men who are shown to have the confidence of the people 
through their election to Parliament or Legislature, and who command the 
support of a majority of all the members in Parliament or Legislature. 
The moment @ Ministry loses the suppOtt of such a majority of the people’s 
elected representatives, it must resign and make way for a new Ministry 
possessfng such support. In the United States, on the other hand, the 
President personally selects his own cabinet of ministers, men who may, or 
may not, be the choice of the people, and men who may not command the 
support of a majority in Congress. 

The Crown is a common tie binding all parts of the British Empire to- 
gether, but the Crown does not, and cannot, legislate of itself, impose taxes, 
or enforce laws. . These things can only be done by the elected represen- 
tatives of the people and the courts of law which those representatives in 
their wisdom create. In a word, in no country do the people enjoy wider 


liberties or greater freedom of action than in Canada, both Federally and 
Provincially.

In Western Canada 


Is Most Efficient 


One of the first qhestions the pros- 
vective settler asks in a new country 
iss How are the schools? What 
sort of education children 
get? 

Its rural schools is one thing that 
Western Canada takes especial pride 
in, and the new settler or his wife 
need have no qualms that the educa- 
tion of their little ones will not be 
looked after. The school system «f 
the Western Provinces is acknowlec 
ed to be equal, if not superior to a: 
on the continent, and children in: sy 
schoo! district are seldom more n 
half miles from school. 

The growth of rural schools may be 
demonstrated by quoting a few figures 
given by the department of education 
of the province of Manitoba. In 
(890 the school population of . the 
province of Manitoba was 25,077; in 
1919 this had increased to 138,352. 
Thirty years ago there were 554 
school buildings with 712 depart- 
ments; last year there were 1,784 
school buildings with 3,256  depart- 
ments. Of these 1,784 school, 41 are

Pro- 
gress in educational improvement is 
still increasing. During the first ten 
months of the present year, deben- 
tures amounting to nearly $1,800,000 
have been issued for general school 
purposes and ceyerywhere existing 
schools are being enlarged to meet 
the increased attendance. 

Wherever the closeness of scttle- 
nient justifies it, consolidated schools 
are being established. The enlarged 
attendance resultant on these.consoli- 
dations allow larger and better school 
buildings and higher grades of edu- 


cation. The merging of several 
schools. into ‘ort, naturally, means 
that pupils live farther away. This is 


remedied by having vans, cither horse 
or automobile, supplied by the gov- 
ernment, to bring the pupils to school 
and to take them home again. So 
successful has this plan been that to- 
day there are in Manitoba more than 
one hundred consolidated schools. In 
the year 1905 the first consolidation 
in the province took place. 


Dominion Egg- 
Laying Contest 


Manitoba Hens Take the Lead, With 
Birds From Other Western Prov- 
inces Close Behind. 

The first Dominion-wide egg laying 
contest was concluded yon October 
3lst, and the West has proved that it 
can equal the best poultry bids that 
the older settled provinces can pro- 
duce Private breeders sent pens of 
ten birds each to-the various Domin- 
ion experimental farms, where they 
were kept for fifty-two weeks. © Dur- 
ing this time all the pens were given 
an equal opportunity in respect to 
feed and housing, and every individual 
hen was trap nested. i 

Comparing the results from all the 
stations scattered over the Dominion, 
the first three pens wére owned by 
Manitoha breeders and the other 
western g‘ovinces were not very far 
behind. The first award was won by 
a pen of Single Comb Anconas, which

Woollen Mill for Alberta 


British Syndicate Has Decided to 
Commence Operations Next 
Year, 

That a syndicate of Scottish wool- 
len manufacturers are going to in- 
Stall an up-to-date woollen mill in Al- 
berta either in Edmonton or Calgary, 
in the spring of 1921, was the an- 
nouncement made by a. representa- 
tive of the syndicate. A deal-has 
just been closed whereby the British 
syndicate have purchased the full 
equipment and machinery of a wool- 
len mill in the province which has 
not been in operation since the war. 
The location of the new mills has 
u@t yet been definitely decided, but 
it will be installed cither in Calgary 
or Edmonton. It will mean an in- 
vestment of a considerable sum of 
money, and will no doubt be a great 
boon to the west, and especially to 
the city in which it is installed. At 
he present time there are no woollen

Arctic North As a Utopia. 

Speaking before the Manitoba Hor- 
ticulfural Society, “Professor N. E. 
Hansen, of the South Dakota Agri- 
cultural College, lauded the Arctic 
north as a Utopia of agricultural, hor- 
ticultural and livestock possibilities, 
Years of investigation,’ he claims, 
have shown him that fruits cin be 
grown within the Arctic circle, alfalfa 
produced successfully in a climate 
where the temperature descends to 91 
degrees below zero, and sheep and 
cattle thrive in the snow and mature 
irce fro disease. He urged the 
transplantation of Siberian alfalfa to 
Canada, prophesying a yield eight

Threads were placed in their paths 
and yet, in absolute darkness, the 
bats neither cellided nor touched the 
threads. In the darkness they could 
tell whether the door was shut, wide 
open, or just sufficiently open for 
them. to pass. 

The bats are believed to be directed 
by’ a special sense of hearing and by 
sound waves, 


Rivals U.S. for Autos 


Saskatchewan Leads in Number of 
Telephones and Automobiles Per 
Capita. 

Saskatchewan has been able to 
boast for some time that it possessed 
as many telephones per capita as did 
the United States. It can now boast 
with equal right that it has as many 
auomobiles per capita as the States 

of the Union. * 

The number of automobile licenses 
issued in Saskatchewan since the be- 
ginning of the year up to the first 
weck in September were 59,000. As- 
suming the population of the province 
to be 800,000 this gives every fourteen

can be bought. The extent to which 
this is being realized can be gathered 
from the newly announced sales pol- 
icy of the Sherwin-Williams Com- 
pany.

Small Fruits on the Prairies 


Big Yields Recorded Almost Within 
_ the Arctic Circle. 

It has long been proven beyond 
doubt that all kinds, of small fruits 
thrive exceedingly well all through 
Western Canada. Big. yields have 
been recarded almost within the Arc- 
tic Circle, while in the more temper- 
ate parts, gooseberries, currants and 
taspberrics form part of an increas- 
ing number of farmers’ gardens. 

Throughout the Dominion the vari- 
ous government experimental farms 
have been giving a considerable 
amount of time to the study of the 
varieties best suited to different parts 
of the country and the results of these 
investigations are always interesting 
and instructive. 

At the Central Experimental Farm, 
the average yield of the Herbert rasp- 
berry for two years on one row ninety 
feet in length was at the rate of more 
than two hundred and five bushels 
peracre, Under field conditions cul- 
tivated raspberries produce from fifty 
to hundred bushels-of crop per acre 
according to the season. ~ Gooseber- 
ries at forty pounds per bushel, yield- 
ed at the rate of nine hundred and 
nine bushels to the acre, ~Red cur- 
rants gave two hundred and two bus- 
hels to the acre in one instance, and 
four hundred and nine bushels in an- 
other. 


Success of Soldier Settlers, 

The percentage of failures among 
the soldier settlers in Central British 
Columbia has been very low, being 
only five per cent. out of the total of 
1,237 returned men who took land 
under the scheme of the Soldiers’ -Set- 
tlement Board. Of-this small num- 
ber, wounds and ihjuries made some 
physically unfit to succeed In the 
Vancouver area, soldier settlers have 
7,200-head of livestock, 55,000 head of 
poultry, and occupy 65,000 acres of 
land. More than one-fourth of this 
land has been cleared and a great deal 
cultivated. To date the settlers have 
paid back $600,000 of the monies ad- 
vanced by the Government to assist 
them 


Manitoba Mining Boom. 

The greatest prospecting rush in 
Canada since pre-war days, according 
to Arthur J, Colette, prospector, will 
be made in the spring of 1921. Finds 
in the vicinity of the Flin Flon, Herb 
and Copper Lake districts have been 
reported, and traces of gold, silver 
and a good grade of iron have been 
struck on both sides of Lake Winni- 
peg.
